people filling jobs that require 
certification that do not possess the 


proper credentials. Promoting quali- ` 


fied individuals from within would 
make more sense because that gives 
the employees incentive. 

Another criticism is the promo- 
tion of under qualified individuals 
to supervisory positions. Low 
seniority employees with less 
experience are being promoted over 
other employees with more 
qualifications, experiénce and 
seniority. 

There were complaints about un- 
fair and discriminatory salary poli- 
cies, The following are just a few 
-xamples:. Some employees work 
full time, but do not receive bene- 
its because of the creative way the 
business official ` figures the 
yayroll. By dividing the job into 
small increments, he can avoid 
yaying benefits. Is hiring personnel 
or three hours and 59 minutes (so 
hey do not qualify for benefits) 
while others work four hours and 
eceive benefits, fair and equal 
mployment practices? 

The implication was made that 
he retired transportation supervisor 
eceives tull medical coverage for 
onsultation.

the process is slow due to 
bureaucracy. They failed to consider. 
that bureaucracy will be as slow as 
we allow it to be. 

We must remember that all gov- 
ernment agencies and elected offi- 
cials work for us, as citizens of the 
state and community, and not the 
other way around. We don’t need to 
justify their existence with our 
time, energy and blood. One of the 
primary purposes for the existence 
of UDOT is to provide for the 
safety and security of the people of 
Utah. It is not something that can 
be done at their leisure or at the dis- 
cretion of their hired consultants.

many, and it has already been more . 
than one. — 

We hope that our opportunity to 
have our signatures read and our 
voices heard has not been compro- 
mised. That would be a shameful 
example of people of the govern- 
ment, by the government, and for 
the government rather than the way 
it was intended,
